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The Chicago Bears defense is more 
than just the stingiest unit in the league. 
It’s also the most generous. While the 
Bears have limited opponents to a 
league-best 59 points through five games, 
the defense has also forced 15 turnovers 
which the offense has converted into 50 
points. 

When you’re handed the ball in your 
opponent’s territory, you better put points 
on the board and make sure you send 
thank you notes to your defensive unit. 

The Bears have done both this season, 
turning eight interceptions and seven 
fumble recoveries into five touchdowns 
and five field goals. 

“We have got to not turn the ball over 
and put points on the board. That’s the 
simple game plan,” said quarterback Jim 
Harbaugh. “The way our defense is play- 
ing, that’s a great plan. They’re not giv- 
ing up a lot of points. When you make a 
team go 80 yards against them, teams 
have not been successful against our 
defense. 

“All you do is play field position and 
try not to turn the ball over.” 

An ideal example of the opportunistic 
Bears occurred Oct. 10 in Philadelphia. 
All four of the defense’s takeaways gave 
the offense the ball in Eagles territory. 

The new gap-shooting defensive 
scheme that stresses speed, aggressive- 
ness and attitude is responsible for the 
wave of turnovers. It’s not primarily 
designed to cause turnovers, but the 
attack mentality often results in intercep- 
tions and fumbles. 

“I don’t think you can really design a 
defense to force turnovers,” said defen- 
sive end Trace Armstrong. “If you could, 
everybody would do it. I think some of 
the things we stress and some of the 
things we do lends itself to getting 








turnovers. 
“We’re a penetrating front and we’re 


. going to have linemen in the backfield. 


That causes problems for some teams. It 
allows you to get a hit on a guy when 
he’s not really expecting it. Sometimes 
you get turnovers that way.” 


The attitude instilled by rookie head © 


coach Dave Wannstedt deserves as much 
credit as anything for the Bears’ stellar 
play so far this season. 

“The scheme has a little to do with it, 
but it’s more getting in the right position 
and making a play,” said safety Mark 
Carrier. “Turnovers is all-out effort, will 
and want to go make something happen 
and that’s what the coaches have been 
emphasizing since we came in in March.” 

The new coaching staff stresses 
turnovers, turnovers, turnovers on the 
field, at practice and during meetings. 

“They always talk about going for the 
strip or the interception,” Carrier said. 
“You'll always hear that in our film ses- 
sions. They look at the end of the play 
and want to see us trying to get the ball 
out.” 

All the turnovers have helped mask 
gross inefficiencies in the Bears’ offense. 
With the return of tight end Chris Gedney 
and receiver Curtis Conway from injury,

the Bears hope the offense can catch up 
to the defense. 

“Our turnaround started when we 
started to get turnovers and give our 
offense easy scoring opportunities,” said 
linebacker Dante Jones, who leads the 
Bears with two interceptions. “Right now 
they’re kind of struggling a little bit, but 
they’re getting better each week. We 
always hope to cut the field down for our 
offense and give them the chance to 
make a 50-yard drive rather than having 
to drive 80 yards to score.” 

Even the casual fan can notice a vast 
change in the, Bears’ defense. This season 
they’re acting as the aggressor, not the 
aggressee. 

“We’ve got 11 guys going to the foot- 
ball,” Armstrong said,. “We really 
emphasize everyone pursuing to the ball.

“We did all the same things the first 
couple weeks we're doing now, they just 
didn’t come for us. Turnovers are like 
that sometimes. You can play a great 
game on defense and only get one or two. 


!Then you have days when you get six or 


seven.” 

Athletes on the Bears defense share 
many of the same characteristics. That’s 
another reason the unit has gelled so 
quickly. 

“You’ve got to be mobile and agile 
because you’ve got to do a lot of run- 
ning,” Carrier said. “I think the big thing 
is that you must be able to give a lot of 
effort. You’ve got to be able to run and 
play your heart out.” 

“To play on this team you've got to 
produce,” Armstrong added. “That’s the 
big thing: They don’t want just bodies 
out there. They want everybody trying to 
make something happen.” 
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Bears roll dice on Worley 


Darren Lewis 
released in 
roster shuffle 


Football and life are games of chance. 

The Bears were willing to take a 
chance on troubled Pittsburgh Steelers 
running back Tim Worley last week 
when they acquired him in a trade for 
conditional draft picks in 1994 and °95. 

The way coach Dave Wannstedt fig- 
ures it, the Bears are assuming a low risk 
with a possibly very positive upside by 
trading for Worley, who was twice sus- 
pended by the NFL for substance abuse. 

“Once you are an alcoholic or an 
addict, that is a problem you have to deal 
with for the rest of your life. I have the 
tools and the people to help me to deal 
with it. I will take it one day at a time,”’ 
said Worley. 

“The conditions of the trade include 
what happens on the field, as well as off 
the field,’’ said Wannstedt. “It’s a fair 
thing. He is excited about being in 
Chicago, and that means a lot.’’ 

The Bears consummated the deal, the 
fifth trade engineered since Wannstedt’s 
arrival, just a few hours before the 3 p.m. 
NFL trading deadline elapsed. 

“T talked to (Steelers director of foot- 
ball operations) Tom O’Donohoe at 
seven this morning. He had told the other 
teams that it was going to happen with 
Chicago. There was more than one team 
involved in this thing,’’ said Wannstedt. 

A first-round draft pick out of Georgia 
in 1989—7th overall—Worley led 
Pittsburgh with 770 rushing yards and 
five touchdowns on 195 carries in 14 
Starts as a rookie. 

Worley missed the first two games of 
199} with a knee injury suffered in train- 


~ ing camp. He was then placed on injured 


reserve for four weeks and was suspend- 
ed by the NFL for six games for sub- 
stance abuse. He returned for the final 
two games, rushing 22 times for 117 
yards. 

But on April 29, 1992, Worley was 
suspended for the entire season for viola- 
tion of the NFL substance abuse policy. 
He was reinstated on May 18, 1993, and 
has played in all six Pittsburgh games. 

-One more strike against Worley’s sub- 
stance abuse file and he is out for good. 

“T think I made a step this past train- 
ing camp,’ said Worley. “There were a 
lot of people who doubted my skills. A 
lot of people didn’t think I would make it 
back. I had a pretty good training camp 
and I thought I would be playing a lot 
more this year with the Steelers, but that 
didn’t happen. Right now I feel like J still 
have the skills and the tools to get the job 
done.”’ 

Wannstedt says he feels comfortable 
with the trade. 

“We discussed everything that hap- 
pened in the past. Obviously, we are 
comfortable that that is behind him. He 
won't be treated any differently than any- 
one else on the team. That is how we do 
things here. He will have to come in here 
and earn everything that he gets. 

“We covered all the bases, and I think

that is probably the most important thing. 
This is not something that developed 
overnight. It is something that our scouts 
were involved in and our coaches were 
involved in. I knew the type of people we 
were dealing with. Mike (McCaskey) has 
a real good relationship with (Steelers 
president) Dan Rooney. And he was able 


* to be as thorough as he could.” 


To make room for Worley on the ros- 
ter, the Bears released running back 
Darren Lewis. Robert Green continues to 
back up starter Neal Anderson. 

“T played against Neal in college when 
he was with the (Florida) Gators,’ said 
Worley. “I played against him my fresh- 
man year. That guy is tough, he is a great 
running back. One of the best in the 
league, I think.” 

Wannstedt still considers Anderson 
the starter. 

“This takes nothing away from our 
current football team, and in particular, 
Neal Anderson,’’ said Wannstedt. “Neal 
is doing a great job and we expect him to 
continue to do a great job. This was just a 
situation where our scouting department 
and Mike McCaskey talked with Dan 
Rooney. I have known Tom O’ Donohoe 
for a long time with the Steelers. And we 
researched this and felt very comfortable 
that Tim could be the type of player who 
could come in and give us some help 
down the stretch. 

“T think this will be a new lease for 
him from the standpoint that itis a great 
opportunity for him here.’’ 

Worley was not a happy camper with 
the Steelers. 


“I was going through some things 
with the Steelers and I was just frustrated 
by not seeing that much playing time,” 
said Worley. “At the time, my mind was 
just blank. But I am over it now and I am 
just glad to be here. 

“With the Steelers we had a group of 
running backs and I think there were just 
too many guys to try to get everybody in 
at the same time,’’ said Worley. “I think 
this is better for me. I am not coming in 
here trying to take anybody’s starting 
position. But I feel like I can come in and 
try to help the team out as much as possi- 
ble.”’ 

Worley was one of the last to learn of 
the trade last week. 

“TI didn’t see it until I watched the 
news,’’ said Worley. “Someone should 
have told me and that would have made 
me feel better.”’ 

Worley is not reticent to discuss the 
drug problems that threaten his promis- 
ing career. 

“I got caught up in that lifestyle,” said 
Worley. “Not having my priorities 
Straight, things just didn’t go my way. 
Now I feel like I am on the right road 
again and hopefully, things will go my 
way again.”’ 

He sat out the 1992 season with his 
second suspension. 

“T sat back and watched my old team- 
mates play,’’ said Worley. “It was kind 
of sad, not being able to be out there with 
those guys. But watching them made me 
work harder. I busted my butt to get back 
and now I am here.”’ 

The birth of Worley’s son in 1991 
may have saved his life. 

“It changed me a lot. That just 
changed my whole look on life,’” he said. 

Still, Worley says, the game remains 
fun for him. 

“It is hectic sometimes. The mental 
part of it. But I still have the love for the 
game,’’ said Worley. 

Asking to give young athletes advice, 
Worley said: “I would probably tell them 
not to get into that fast life. Just take it 
easy and have your family involved in 
what you are doing instead of trying to 
do things yourself,’ said Worley. “I dealt

with a lot of crooked people. People who 
ripped me off.” 

Playing behind defending AFC rush- 
ing champion Barry Foster and running 
back Leroy Thompson, Worley gained 
32 yards on just 10 carries this season. 

“He is in good shape,’’ said 
Wannstedt. “He had a very good presea- 
son. We had a chance to study the films 
extensively. We are very comfortable 
with what he did in the preseason. 

“With signing Barry Foster to the 
(big) contract and using Leroy Thompson 
as their third-down back...he and they 
just didn’t feel that he was being utilized 
as much as what he is capable of,” said 
Wannstedt. 

“We will use him as a tailback. As he 
learns the offense—and depending on 
what pace that happens at—that will 
determine when and how he will be used 
in ballgames. 

“But we are not going to get into a 
back rotation or anything like that. We 
are still going to continue with the plan 
that we have had. Neal has averaged over 
20 carries a game thus far. And that 
won’t change. 

“In this league, if you are a committed 
team to running the football, as we are, 
you have to have some quality people. I 
am not taking anything away from 
Darren Lewis and I am not taking any- 
thing away from Robert Green. But from 
an ability standpoint and from a youth 
standpoint, we are real encouraged that 
Tim Worley will give us a chance to do 
some real good things now and in the 
future.”’ 

Lewis started in place of Anderson 
throughout the preseason while Anderson 
rehabbed a torn hamstring. Lewis started 
the season-opener against the Giants and 
gained only 13 yards on 7 carries. He 
was inactive for the last four games. 

“I talked with Darren and he has been 
working extremely hard,’ said 
Wannstedt. “I just felt that Darren has 
had ample opportunities, going back to 
training camp, in all areas. Not just at 
running back, but the special teams and 
everything on this football team. I just 
wasn’t comfortable that if something 
happened (to Anderson), as far as how 
far could he take us being the (main) guy. 

“It remains to be seen where Tim 
Worley fits in, but anything we can do to 
give ourselves a chance to win and move 
forward, I think we have to do it.”

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THAYER’'S BACK BUT MAY NOT STAY 


Decision may come 
as early as this week

Tom Thayer has returned to practice 
but understands there are no guarantees 
he has a future with the Bears. 

The veteran guard missed the first six 
weeks of the season recovering from off- 
season back surgery. Still on the 
Physically-Unable-To-Perform list, he 
joined his teammates in full pads for the 
first time on Wednesday, Oct. 13. Coach 
Dave Wannstedt must decide by Nov. 2 
whether to add Thayer to the 53-man ros- 
ter or release him. 

“The whole time going in I knew that 
is a coaches decision,” said Thayer, who 
had played in all 124 games since joining 
the Bears in 1985 and had missed just 
one practice in eight seasons (Dec. 16, 
1992). “I know by what you’ve seen 
transpire here since the start of training 
camp they’re totally consumed with win- 
ning. They can’t be faulted for that at all. 
Whatever decision they make I’m willing 
to live with.”

Wannstedt may announce his decision 
as early as this week. The choice will be 
affected not only by Thayer’s physical 
condition but by the health and perfor- 
mance of the team’s other offensive line- 
men. 

John Wojciechowski started at 
Thayer’s customary right guard spot 
Monday night against the Vikings in 
place of Vernice Smith, who had held the 
job for the first five games of the season. 
Rookie Todd Perry is also expected to 
see some action at the position. 

“Tom’s making some progress, but 
it’s a little bit early to make a decision,” 
Wannstedt said. “It’s been encouraging. 
He’s been doing everything we’re asking 
and he’s getting better. That will be a 
tough decision. We’ll make it as soon as 
we can.” 

Thayer believes he is physically able 
to perform but must prove that to the 
coaching staff in practice sessions. 

“T think that I can contribute to the 
betterment of this team,” he said. “(But) 
they’re also working in a certain time 
frame where they have decisions to make 
to ensure the winning ways of this team.” 

Thayer, who turned 32 years old this 
past summer, was a key member of the 

1985 Super Bowl 
championship team. 
Thayer is one of the 
- strongest players on 
the team and is an 
avid weight-lifter, 
which, ironically, 
could ultimately be 
responsible ‘for his 
demise. Thayer 
injured his back lifting 
weights in Hawaii. 
Thayer says he has 
regained the strength 
he lost during rehabil- 
itation but would like 
to add eight pounds to 
his 273-pound frame. 
He had weighed as lit- 
.tle as 240 before he 
began his rehab work. 
“With the cold 
weather, those pounds 
will come a lot easi- 
er,” Thayer said. 
Thayer is not con- 
sumed by insecurity 
or uncertainty. Right 
now he’s simply rev- 
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eling in being able to line up in practice 
and knock heads, something he’s done 
superbly éver since he starred at Joliet 
Catholic High School in suburban 
Chicago. To Thayer, watching his team- 
mates from the sidelines was far more 


painful than anything his back had to 


offer. ' 

“I’ve said before that it’s like dan- 
gling a carrot in front of a mule,” Thayer 
said. “It’s so close to you and it’s right in 
front of your face, but you have no 
opportunity to touch it. You can’t 
become involved and you don’t feel like 
your a part of it, but you’re still hungry 
for it. 

“In some instances it’s really difficult 
because you know everything that’s 
going on, you know what these guys are 
experiencing, you know the pain they’re 
going through, and you know the fun 
times as far as the victories go, but you 
never actually feel a part of it because 
you’re not.” 

Having those emotions taken away 
perhaps permanently has not affected 
Thayer on the practice field. He says it’s 
impossible for any coach to put more 
pressure on him than he already places 
upon himself. 

“Nobody puts any more pressure on 
me than I do,” he said. “I’ve always put 





Veteran wide receiver Wendell 
Davis was placed on Injured Reserve, 
after undergoing surgery on both’ 
knees Monday, Oct. 11 at Chicago’s 
Northwestern Memorial Hospital. 

His absence opens the door for 
Anthony Morgan, who quickly fell 
into disfavor with the coaching staff 
after prematurely being anointed a 
starter during the preseason.

The Bears added another man to 
the mix when they signed Willie 
Harris to their active roster. Harris, 
who was on the Buffalo Bills practice | 
squad, will likely remain inactive 
barring another injury. : 
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It’s time for the NFL to do something 
about sub-standard playing fields—par- 
ticularly artificial surfaces. And it’s time 
for the players to stop agreeing to new 
collective bargaining agreements that 
don’t make natural grass playing surfaces 
mandatory. 

The Bears weren’t the only ones shak- 
ing their heads over the play on which 
wide receiver Wendell Davis blew out 
both his knees October 10 in 
Philadelphia.

“The guys on the other teams hate 
playing here,’’ Millard added, “because 
it’s unsafe and dangerous. There are 
seams exposed and split apart. It’s all 
uneven, guys tripping over the uneven 
areas, getting their feet caught. It’s by far 
the worst.”’ 

“Tt should be banned,”’ said defensive 
end Clyde Simmons of artificial surfaces. 
“If they want to do something good, 
they’d get grass in here.”’ 

Said linebacker Seth Joyner: “They 
just don’t learn, don’t listen. They just 
think it’s the players bitching, but the turf 
is no joke. Look at the guy from Chicago 
(Davis). When have you ever seen a guy 
tear both his knees up on one play? 
Guys’ careers are going up in smoke left 
and right.” 

“It’s sickening, guys coming back to 
the huddle with arms swollen and every- 
thing,”’ said cornerback Eric Allen. “This 
is the worst there is, here. It’s old, there’s 
plywood and planks under there, and you 
can feel it. And it doesn’t give at all. It’s 
like playing on a pool table.”’ 

Chicago attorney Gil Gordon, who has 
represented several Bears in workers 
compensation cases, watched the Bears- 
Eagles game on television Sunday and 
wasn’t surprised Monday when apprised 
of the Eagles remarks about their artifi- 
cial surface. ; 

Moreover, Gordon thinks Davis could 
have a solid case if he decides to take 
legal action against the Eagles. “I think 
somebody ought to look into that,’’ 
Gordon said. 

He added that the remarks of Millard, 
Simmons, Joyner and Allen couldn’t be

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used as evidence in a court of law. But, 
he said, they could be subpoenaed as wit- 
nesses. The key to the case, Gordon 
added, would be proving that Eagles 
management had prior knowledge of the 
sub-standard quality of the field. 

So if you believe Joyner when he says 
they “just don’t listen,’ it’s clear the 
Eagles have been made aware of the 
players’ concern over the condition of the 
AstroTurf-8 at Veterans Stadium. 

Meanwhile, rookie Curtis Conway 
was the man the Bears tabbed to take 
Davis’ place. 

A door closes. Somewhere else, a door 
opens. Prior to Davis’ injury, Conway, 
Davis’ roommate on the road, caught his 
first touchdown pass. 

Conway’s 32-yard reception provided 
a 10-0 lead and set the table for the 
Bears’ 17-6 victory over the previously 
unbeaten Eagles. And it gave the Bears 
hope they might have a ready replace- 
ment for the dependable Davis. 

“Tt gives me a little more confidence 
that he (Conway) can make plays,’’ 
Bears coach Dave Wannstedt said of the 
touchdown. 

Conway, who finished with three 
catches for 42 yards, said he never lost 
confidence. But an ankle injury in train- 
ing camp retarded the learning process 
this summer and limited him to two 
catches for 14 yards in the first four 
games. 

“Curtis Conway needs some ‘get 
tough’ pills,” ” one ex-Bear player said.

Conway, the seventh player selected 
in last spring’s draft, was acutely aware 
of the criticism. And he was immediately 
aware of the pressure people will put on 
him to replace Davis. He said the criti- 
cism didn’t bother him before and the 
pressure doesn’t disturb him now. — 

“TJ knew I was going to have to step 
up, regardless,’’ he said. 

What did bother him was the sight of 
Davis lying motionless on the field after 
the injury. 

“That hit me right in the heart,”’ 
Conway said. “Wendell is a real good 
guy. When I got here, he took me under 
his wing.”’ 

Davis and wide receiver Tom Waddle 
kept telling Conway his time would 
come. The touchdown, Conway said, 
“showed everybody else Curtis Conway 
is for real and not a fluke.”’ 

Meanwhile, it didn’t hurt that Conway 
finally didn’t hurt. The Eagles game, he 
said, was the first day this season he 
didn’t “feel any kind of twitch in my 
ankle or my quad (quadricep). I knew if I 
got the opportunity to prove myself, I 


would.”’ 

The play on which he scored was not 
out of any picture book. Quarterback Jim 
Harbaugh read the coverage correctly but 
didn’t have the time to hit Conway in 
stride. When the ball came down, 
Conway was simply a better athlete than 
cornerback Ben Smith. 

“Curtis Conway,’ Waddle said, “is 
going to do nothing but improve.”’ 

And as the season progressed, it was 
looking more and more like you could 
say the same about the Bears. The win in 
Philadelphia put them in a temporary tie 
for first place in the NFC Central with 
the Lions and Vikings, all 3-2. 

“Not bad,’’ Waddle said. 

Not bad at all. 

The Bears had won three consecutive 
games after dropping their first two. 
Their defense has allowed fewer points 
(59) than any other in the league. And 
they still haven’t allowed a rushing 
touchdown. 

The Bears had taken the ball away 14 
times in their last three games. Their pass 
rush, which consists of Richard Dent and 
a bunch of guys whose arms somehow 
make you think about driver’s-side 
airbags, sacked Philadelphia’s quarter- 
back seven times. 

They turned Bubby Brister into Bubby 
Brisket. 

They limited Philadelphia’s best 
healthy receiver, Calvin Williams, to no 
receptions in the first half. 

Suddenly the Bears had more momen- 


tum than David Letterman.

BEAR REPORT

The Bears got an in-their-face look at 
the NFL’s top defense Monday night. 
The Minnesota Vikings rode their relent- 
less pass rush to a 19-12 win over the 
Bears before 64,677 surly fans at Soldier 
Field. 


The Bear offense was helpless for ~ 


most of the game against the Vikings, 
who spent most of the night plastering 
themselves to Jim Harbaugh. The 
Vikings sacked Harbaugh eight times and 
had him on the run for most of the game. 

“They played extremely well,” Bears’ 
coach Dave Wannstedt said of the 
Minnesota pass rush. “They made the 
plays against the run and the pass. It 
wasn’t one guy. All four of them played 
well. They gave us problems. They kept 
the pressure on us. They blitzed more 
than we thought they would.” 

The Bears’ defense, though, was stub- 
born enough to give the club a chance to 
force overtime. That chance fizzled when 
Jack Del Rio intercepted a Harbaugh 
pass in the end zone with three seconds 
left in the game. 
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The loss dropped the Bears to 3-3 and 
into a third place tie in the NFC Central 
with the Green Bay Packers. The 4-2 
Vikings crept to within a win of first- 
place Detroit. 

The return of Jim McMahon was more 

of a sideshow than the main event. The 
“Punky QB” was decked out in his trade- 
mark sun-visor facemask, dangling ear- 
ring and headband and received a warm 
welcome from the fans but he was barely 
a factor. 
, McMahon, who quarterbacked the 
Bears from 1982 to 1988, was 14-of-27 
for 90 yards. He was intercepted once 
and did not throw a touchdown before 
leaving the game late in the fourth quar- 
ter with a concussion. 

Still, McMahon got the win and added 
to some impressive numbers. McMahon 
improved to 32-7 at Soldier Field, 23-2 
vs. the NFC Central and 63-27 as a 
starter. McMahon has won 25 of his last 
26 starts against the “Black and Blue 
Division.” 

“T think Jim was solid,” Minnesota 
coach Dennis Green said. “He hit some 
guys when they were open. He did a 
good job of keeping the guys going and 
showed some leadership out there.” 

Turnovers had been instrumental in 
thrusting the Bears back into the Central 
Division race after an 0-2 start. Monday 
night, it was the opposition that cashed in 
on the turnovers and not the Bears. The 
Vikings turned a pair of. Bear miscues 
into touchdowns. Meanwhile, the Bears, 
who entered the gamé with nine more 
takeaways than giveaways, managed just 
one turnover—a Mark Carrier intercep- 
tion. 

“We didn’t get the turnovers we got in 
the last three games,” Wannstedt said. 
“(Our) two turnovers were turned into 
touchdowns and that was the game. They 
capitalized and we did not.” 

The turnovers were key in helping the 
Bears overcome their season-long offen- 
sive stagnation. With only one turnover 
to work with Monday, the Bear offense 


was forced to fend for itself something 


which it was not up to. 

The Bears came up short on their first 
10 third-down opportunities and finished 
3-of-15. “That’s discouraging,” 
Wannstedt said. “I wish I had an answer. 
We worked hard on it and it looked like 
we made progress in the three wins. We 
fell backwards tonight.” 

At the start, the game hardly looked 
like it was ‘going to be the defensive 
struggle it was advertised to be as each 
team scored on its first possession. 
Rookie Curtis Conway returned the 
opening kickoff 55-yards to the Viking 
47 to ignite the crowd..On the first play 
from scrimmage, the Bears sustained the 
momentum when Harbaugh hit tight end 
Chris Gedney for 21 yards and it looked 
as if the Bears were clicking. 

From there, the Bears could manage 
only one yard on three plays and had to 
settle for a 37-yard field goal by Kevin 
Butler with 12:53 left in the first quarter. 
The Vikings answered with a 60-yard, 
I}-play drive that ended with a 39-yard 


field goal by Fuad Reveiz with 5:34 lef

in the quarter. 

On their ensuing possession, the Bears 
committed the first of their three 
turnovers. 

Harbaugh hit Gedney with a 5-yard toss 
but Del Rio knocked the ball loose and 
Carl Lee recovered the fumble at the 
Bear 26. 

“I made a rookie mistake,” Gedney said. 
“T usually catch the ball and secure it 
with two hands and run straight up the 
field. On that play, I got a little too fancy 
for my own good and the team’s good. I 
tried to make a play and juke somebody. 
At 6-5 and 250-pounds, it is not too good 
of an idea to try and juke somebody.” 

Two plays after the turnover, Robert 
Smith ran 26-yards for a score to make it 
10-3. The play was the longest rush by a 
Viking this season and the first rushing 
TD scored on the Bears this season. 

The touchdown with 5:04 left in the 
first quarter put the Vikings ahead to 
Stay. 

The game then turned into the defensive 
struggle everyone was anticipating. 

The Bears came the closest to reaching 
the end zone early in the second quarter. 

Harbaugh, who was 20 of 31 for 202 
yards with two interceptions, hit Neal 
Anderson with a 19-yard TD pass but it 
was negated by a penalty. 

Tackle Jay Leeuwenburg was ineligibly 
downfield. In his defense, the play took a 
while to develop and it appeared for a 
time like Harbaugh was going to run. 

Two plays after the penalty, Butler 
nailed a 39-yarder to pull the Bears to 
within 10-6 with 10:49 left in the half. 

The Bear defense kept the Vikings at 
bay thanks to a sack by Richard Dent, his 
eighth of the year, and a sputtering 
Viking offense. 

The Bears tried to start something when 
they got the ball at their own 35 with 
3:34 left in the half. 

Harbaugh hit a sprawling Tom Waddle 
with a 38-yard pass to put the Bears at 
the Minnesota 27. The Bears got a break 
on the play. Replays showed that Waddle 
may have pushed off and dropped the 
pass. 

The Viking defense stiffened with two 
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sacks and forced the Bears into a 55-yard 


' field goal attempt which Butler converted 


to make it 10-9 with 1:55 left in the half. 

It was the longest field goal in Soldier 
Field history, in Butler’s career and tied 
for the longest in Bear history. 

That was as close as the Bears would 
get. McMahon, with the help of a 40- 
yard pass interference penalty on comer- 
back Anthony Blaylock, maneuvered the 
Vikes to the Bear 9-yard-line. Reveiz’s 
25-yard field goal with :13 left in the half 
gave Minnesota a 13-9 lead at the break. 

Two plays tell the story of the second 
half and maybe the game. 

The first came on the Bears’ first pos- 
session of the second half. 

On a fourth and two from the Viking 
25, the Bears lined up for a 43-yard field 
goal attempt. ~ 

Butler went in motion and holder Chris 
Gardocki took the snap and threw to a 
wide open Butler in the left flat at the 20. 
Butler, though, took his eye off the ball 
and dropped the pass. 

“I was wide open and the ball was com- 
ing right at time,” Butler said. “T think I 
was so wide open that I looked over the 
side and it went straight through my 
hands. I just took my eyes off the ball. Tt 
was right to me.” 

The Bear defense was able to hold the 
Vikes and the Bear offense took over at 
their own 10. 

After two runs by Anderson that gained 
five yards, Audray McMillan took an 
interception and ran untouched 22-yards 
for a touchdown to give Minnesota a 19- 
9 lead with 9:13 left in the third. 

“I was trying to hit (Gedney) right out 
of the break,” said Harbaugh who 
became the Bears’ all-time leader in 
completions. “I guess Ill have to wait 
and see that one on the film.” 

Butler pulled the Bears to within a TD 
with a 35-yard field goal with 7:58 to go 
but that was the extent of the scoring. 

The Bears had one last shot at OT when 
they took over at their own 4-yard-line 
with 2:38 left. 

Harbaugh drove the Bears to the Viking 
25 before Del Rio’s interception ended 
the game.

Monday night at Soldier Field the 
Bears’ defense, ranked first in the league 
in fewest points allowed, focused on 
shutting down Minnesota’s rushing 
attack and forcing Jim McMahon to beat 
them with deep passes. 

In the initial meeting of the two teams 
Sept. 12, bruising running back Barry 
Word gained 94 yards on 23 carries and 
caught five passes for 58 yards in a 10-7 
Minnesota victory. The Vikings held the 
ball for 37 minutes in that game and 
burned the Bears with runs up the middle 
and screen passes. 

On Monday the Bears’ defense failed 
to stop the Minnesota rushing attack. 
Word gained 78 yards on 17 carries while 
rookie Robert Smith rushed for a game- 
high 80 yards on 14 attempts as the 
Vikings rolled up 165 yards rushing en 
route to a 19-12 victory. 

“Any time we play them it’s always a 
tough game,” said middle linebacker 
Dante Jones. “Our running defense 
hasn’t been what it should be. Last time 
we gave them a couple of big runs and 
they gassed us pretty good in the mid- 
dle.” 

On Monday, Minnesota’s longest. run 


from scrimmage was a 26-yard TD scam- - 


per by Smith. McMahon completed 14 of 
27 passes for just 90 yards. 

“They changed offensive coordinators 
a week after our first game,” Bears coach 
Dave Wannstedt said. “They’re doing 
some things similarly, but some of the 
things they’re doing passing-wise are 
somewhat different.” 

The Bears prepared for the showdown 
by focusing on the task at hand. They 
gave little thought to gaining revenge for 
the earlier season loss. 

“There’s no payback involved,” said 
defensive end Richard Dent. “It’s a divi- 
sion game, it’s a Monday Night Football 
game, and they’ ve got some people doing 
some talking.” 

“We're as confident as an offensive 
football team right now as we’ve been all 
year,” Wannstedt added. “But we’re 
playing the No. 1 defense. We’ve got to 
keep that in mind. They’ ve got a very tal- 
ented and experienced group.”

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NO ROOM TO ROAM: Solving the 
Minnesota Vikings defense was the 
Bears’ most pressing challenge. Entering 
the game, the defense was ranked No. 1 
in the NFL. 

The Bears got a first-hand taste of that 
type of dominance early in the season. In 
the first meeting between the two teams, 
the Bears managed just 53 yards passing, 
converted 2 of 12 third down plays (17 
percent) and churned out only seven first 
downs. 

On Monday night, the Bears managed 
just 87 yards rushing and converted only 
3 of 15 third down plays, misfiring on 
their first 10 attempts. 

“They’re the best front four we play, 
no doubt about it,” quarterback Jim 
Harbaugh said of a unit comprised of 
Chris Doleman, John Randle, Henry 
Thomas and Roy Barker. “I think they’ve 
improved since we saw them. Their No. 1 
ranking bears that out. But we’re a better 
team, too.” 

Harbaugh was sacked eight times in 
Monday night's loss. He completed 20 of 
31 passes for 202 yards and was inter- 
cepted twice. Harbaugh was under con-

stant pressure all night. 
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NEWS AND NOTES: With a third- 
quarter completion to Tom Waddle, 
Harbaugh passed Sid Luckman to 
become the Bears’ all-time leader with 
905 career completions. Harbaugh 


entered the game with 897, eight shy of 


the record. It took Harbaugh 1,554 
attempts to break the record, 190 less 
than Luckman’s 1,744. McMahon is third 
with 874 completions (in 1,513 attempts). 

... The following Bears players were 
put on the inactive list for Monday’s 
game: Cornerback Kevin Miniefield, 
tackle James Williams, tackle Keith 
Van Horne, receiver Anthony Morgan, 
receiver Willie Harris, linebacker Barry 
Minter and defensive tackle Carl 
Simpson. 

Van Horne (arm) and Morgan (ham- 
string) were the only players of that 
group to miss the game because of injury. 

...Entering Monday’s game, the Bears 
and Vikings were 1-2 in fewest give- 
aways. Chicago’s offense had lost the 
ball just six times compared to 
Minnesota’s seven. 

...Only seven of the 20 NFC Central 
Division games have been played in the 
1993 season, but the home team has won 
five of them. The home team had won the 
first five until Green-Bay beat the Bucs 
37-14 in Tampa Bay last Sunday. 

... Monday’s game was Chicago’s only 
regular season appearance on Monday 
Night Football. The Bears were 0-3 on 
Monday night last season, losing to the 
Giants (27-14) and Vikings (38-10) at 
home and to the Oilers (24-7) in 
Houston. 

...Chicago has won only two of seven 
Monday Night Football games against 
the Vikings. 

...The Bears and Vikings played a 
“Special Edition” of Monday Night 
Football in 1985 when they met on a 





Thursday night in Minnesota. McMahon 
came off the bench to throw three second 
half TDs to lift the Bears to a 33-24 vic- 
tory that night. 


... Lhe Bears are 12-23 on Monday 
night dating back to their first appearance 
on Oct. 5, 1970 (the program’s third 
show). Chicago is 9-7 at home and 3-16 
on the road. 

...Since 1984, the Bears are 8-13 on 
Monday night, including 5-4 at Soldier 
Field and 3-9 on the road. 

...Of the 35 Monday games in which 
the Bears have been involved, the home 
team has won 71.4 percent (25-10). 

... The Bears-Dolphins Monday night

"THE THREE BEARS: 
Bust ONTO ROSTER

The Bears continued to reshape their 
roster during the bye week. Three new 
players were added since our last issue: 
The Bears plucked receiver Willie 
Harris (Bills) and cornerback Kevin 
Miniefield (Lions) off NFL practice 
squads, then acquired running back Tim 
Worley in a trade from the Steelers in 
exchange for two conditional draft picks. 

Worley was the seventh player select- 
ed overall in the 1990 draft. He rushed 
for 770 yards and five TDs as a rookie 
before substance abuse problems ground- 
ed his career. He was suspended for six 
games during the 1991 season after fail- 
ing a drug test, then was suspended for 
the entire 1992 season when he failed to 
take another mandatory drug test. 

At 6-foot-2 and 225 pounds, Worley 
is a big, powerful back who the Bears 
envision as a backup to Neal Anderson 
and a solid special teams performer. 
Worley, 27, will likely play halfback and 
could eventually challenge Anderson for 
the starting position. 

“Tim Worley is excited about being a 
Chicago Bear,” coach Dave Wannstedt 
said following Worley’s first practice 
with the team last Wednesday. “I thought 
he did an extremely good job of showing 
up with the right kind of attitude and get- 
ting the thing off on the right foot.” 


SCORE! 


Interestingly, Worley has an opportu- 
nity to accomplish something no NFL 
player has ever done: play in 17 regular 
season games. Worley played in all six 
games for the Steelers before the trade. 
The Bears have 11 games left because of 
two bye weeks. 

Harris (6-1, 193) was drafted in the 
seventh round by the Bills, waived at the 
60-man cutdown, then reinstated on their 
practice squad. As a collegian, he fin- 
ished eighth on Mississippi State’s all- 
time reception list with 74 catches for 
1,391 yards. Harris grew up in 
Pascagoula, Mississippi (same as Bears 
quarterback Shane Matthews) and is a 
cousin of Cowboys running back Emmitt 
Smith. 

Miniefield (5-9, 178) was drafted in 
the eighth round by the Lions. He started 
10 games for Arizona State last season, 
and recorded 36 tackles, eight passed 
defended, and one forced fumble. 
Miniefield grew up in Phoenix where he 
was the Arizona Player of the Year in 
basketball and MVP in football in high 
school. 

Barring injury, Harris and Miniefield 
are expected to remain on the inactive list 
for games. 

The Bears made room on the roster 
for the new trio by placing veteran wide 
receiver Wendell Davis on the Injured 
Reserve list and waiving running back 
Darren Lewis and tight end Danta

Whitaker. 

Davis underwent surgery Oct. 11 to 
repair ruptured patella tendons he suf- 
fered in both knees against the Eagles 
Oct. 10. He will begin rehabilitation in 
two months and must first wear leg- 
length casts for six weeks. 

Lewis was sent packing after being 
the starting halfback as recently as the 
Sept. 5 season opener against the Giants. 
Lewis gained just 13 yards on seven car- 
ries in that garne, and never showed the 
coaching staff he could be counted on as 
Anderson’s primary back-up. Lewis had 
a difficult time finding holes,and did not 
contribute on special teams. He was inac- 
tive in his final three games with the 
Bears as Robert Green took over as 
Anderson’s back-up. 

Whitaker started the first four games 
and played adequately. But he became 
expendable when tight ends Keith 
Jennings and Chris Gedney returned 


from injury. 


VERSATILITY: Gedney’s presence 
should provide a special boost for the 
Bears’ less than explosive offense, espe- 
cially on third down plays. An excellent 
receiver who can also block, Gedney will 
provide a big target with great hands for 
quarterback Jim Harbaugh. Gedney 
made two superb catches in his first game 
against the Eagles, demonstrating the 
ability to both catch and run with the 
football. 

Having two bye weeks in the season’s 
first eight weeks helped both Gedney and 
the Bears. 

“Getting the injured players back has 
helped us,” Wannstedt said. “I also think 
time has enabled us to grasp more of the 
system. Time has been as much of a help 
as anything.” 

For the first time this season, the 
Bears entered a game relatively healthy, 
another by-product of the byes. The 
Bears spent a full week following the 
Eagles game just working on fundamen- 
tals and learning the new system. 

“You've got to be careful not to add 
too much because of the extra time,” 
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Wannstedt cautioned. “We tried to avoid 
that last week by working against our- 
selves. There was no game plan. It was 
just first offense against first defense. 
That holds back a little bit on how much 


you can add.” 


NEW FACES: With the addition of 
the three new players, the Bears’ 53-man 
. Toster now has 21 players who were not 
on the 1992 club: Worley, Miniefield, 
Harris, Gedney, Matthews, Green, Curtis 
Conway, Carl Simpson, Tedd Perry, 
Myron Baker, Albert Fontenot, 
Keshon Johnson, Vinson Smith, Barry 
Minter, Gene McGuire, Percy Snow, 
Anthony Blaylock, Joe Cain, Craig 
Heyward, Vernice Smith and Terry 
Obee. 

...In NFL news, Lewis had a tryout 
with the Packers and former Bears CB 
Lemuel Stinson signed with the Falcons. 

...[t seems the Bears-Cowboys presea- 
son trade has turned into somewhat of a 
steal for Chicago. The Bears acquired 
linebackers Smith and Minter, both of 
whom remain on their 53-man roster. 
Meanwhile, Chicago reacquired Markus 
Paul after he was cut by the Cowboys. 
Dallas has since cut the other two players 
they acquired in the trade: tight end Kelly 
Blackwell was waived two weeks ago 
and linebacker John Roper was sent 
packing last week after falling asleep in a 
team meeting. 

...When it comes to interceptions, the 
Bears defense believes in sharing. Of 
their eight interceptions, two were made 
by defensive linemen (Richard Dent and 
Steve McMichael), two by a linebacker 
(Dante Jones), two by cornerbacks 
(Donnell Woolford and Anthony 
Blaylock) and two by safeties (Shaun 
Gayle and John Mangum). 

...1f it wasn’t for Walter Payton, 
Anderson would be re-writing the team’s 
record books. With his 20 carries against 
the Eagles he passed Rick Casares for 
career rushing attempts and is now in 
second place all-time. Anderson is also 
second in club history in rushing yards, 
1,000-yard seasons, and touchdowns.

From a lights-out hit on running back 
Paul Horning to being harassed by 
overzealous fans, memories of Bears- 
Packers confrontations remain the most 
vivid of my playing career. And as the 
two teams prepare to clash again this 
Sunday at Lambeau Field, those memo- 
ries come rushing back at me like a 
pulling left tackle. 

Probably the hardest hit I ever dished 
out came during my.rookie season. It was 
a goal line situation and there was little 
doubt who would get the ball. There were 
a lot of one-on-one confrontations near 
the goal line, because it’s impossible to 
block everybody. Anyway, Horning 
thundered into the line and I just drilled ; 
him: J hit him as hard as I could. 

The next play, of course, Horning got 
the ball again, and this time he scored. 
That was vintage Horning. Even though 
he was at the tail end of his career, he . 
was still an impact player. 

The greatest thing about all those 
Bears-Packers meetings was that it was a 
simple game. There was nothing complex 
about it. That’s what I loved most abbut 
those battles. Either you block me or I'll 
tackle you. It was Halas-Lombardi style. 
We’ll run it right at you and you try to 
stop us. 

I remember the first time I ever 
played against the Packers. It was in a 
college all-star at Soldier Field. When 
you hear names like “Bart Starr” and 
“Paul Horning” being introduced, it real- 
ly gave most of us a feeling of awe. 
Needless to say, they beat us 38-0. 

Then when I joined the Bears that 
rivalry was pounded into your head from 
the early part of training camp. Back then 
the Packers were the team to beat, and 
you could really “make” your season by 
defeating Green Bay. We used to call the 
weeks preceding those games “Packer 
Panic Week” because you always stepped 
it up a notch to face them. 

Those games usually developed into 
all-out wars. They beat us in a preseason 
once by a score of 3-2. That kind of 
summed up everything in what was the 
NFL’s fiercest rivalry. The winner was 
usually the last team left standing. 

In one of my first games against the 
Packers, 1 made a tackle and rolled out of 
bounds. I looked up and saw Lombardi 
standing over me. He pointed down and 


shouted “Clown!” “Buffone” means ~ 


“clown” in Italian, but it took me a few 
minutes for that to sink in. It kind of sur- 
prised me, but strange occurrences were 
quite common in those games. 

Everybody probably remembers that 
overtime touchdown Chester Marcol 
scored to beat the Bears in the early “80s. 
He kicked the ball right into the facemask 
of Alan Page and it bounced right back to 
him! 








Unusual things also happened off the 
field. Some Packers fans would do any- 
thing they could to rattle us up there. 
We'd stay in this hotel and the beds 
would all be so short that our feet stuck 
out over the end of the bed. Then once 
we'd finally get settled in, a marching 
band would start playing outside and 
eventually come right through the lobby. 

People would call us in the middle of 
the night and one time somebody even 
pulled the fire alarm, so our entire team 
ran out into the street in our shorts 
because we thought the place was burn- 
ing down. 

I’m not so sure the rivalry is as 


intense these days as it was even a few 
years ago. But both teams appear to be on 
the rise, which means it’s likely to heat 
up once again. And that’s a great thing 
for football because those games we used 
to play against Green Bay were free-for- 
alls. They were no-nonsense football 
games played in conditions suited for 
something else. 

I loved playing in those frigid condi- 
tions, with a dusting of snow and the 
temperature hovering around zero with a 
20-below wind chill. 

Sunday’s game, of course, won’t see 
weather conditions like that. In fact, it 
could uncharacteristically turn into a bat- 
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tle between receivers. The Packers have 
Sterling Sharpe, one of the games finest 
pass catchers. And the Bears have Curtis 
Conway, who I expect will soon become 
an impact player. The key to stopping 
Sharpe is tackling him after he catches 
the ball. He’s big and strong and is an 
excellent open-field runner. 

Just as in the past, however, I think 
the team that establishes a better running 
game will win this football game. And I 
think that will be the Bears.

When the fiercest rivalries in the 
National Football League are examined, 
Bears-Packers doesn’t stray too far from 
the top. 

Crunch for crunch, hit for hit, profes- 
sional football’s longest-running rivalry 
remains one of the bitterest, even though 
there have been few occasions over the 
past 20 years when the outcome deter- 
mined the playoffs. 

Since 1972, the last time the Packers 
won the NFC Central Division — they 
were 10-4 while the Bears finished last at 
4-9-1] — these teams have finished with- 
‘in three games of each other 12 times, 
but only twice did one of them make the 
playoffs. And one of those times was in 
the strike-shortened 1982 season, which 
was Green Bay’s last playoff appearance. 

This season wasn’t going to be any 
different. 

With the maturation of quarterback 
Brett Favre, and the Packers’ free-spend- 
ing offseason courting of defensive end 
Reggie White, Green Bay became a pre- 
season favorite to wrestle the division 
away from Minnesota and Detroit. 

It hasn’t happened. 

“There’s no doubt that we seem to 
start slowly,’’ said GM Ron Wolf. “Last 
year we started out very slowly and I 
think it looks like we are in the same boat 
again.”’ 

How about the Bears? 

They were going to struggle in coach 
Dave Wannstedt’s first season. 

Guess again. 

The Bears — although not always 
pretty — won three of their first five 


games prior to last Monday night’s game 
against the Vikings at Soldier Field. 
Meanwhile, Green Bay takes a 3-3 record 
into Sunday’s NFC Central showdown. 

Although the division might not be 
settled between these teams, the postsea- 
son format could include either, and a 
division loss could be crippling. 


WHEN THE PACKERS 
HAVE THE BALL 


Last season, his first as a starter after 
winning the job from Don Majkowski, 
Favre snuck up on the NFL and lifted the 
Packers into playoff contention. The 
Pack isn’t quite back, but with Favre, for 
one of the few times since the Lombardi 
Era, the organization had legitimate 
cause to consider the playoffs. 

How big their next step depends on 
how quickly Favre shakes off a slow 
start, which included getting hammered 
by Philadelphia and Minnesota. He 
rebounded — to a point — in a victory 
over Denver, but that game, as did the 
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losses to the Eagles and Vikings, 
revealed a vulnerability to the blitz, 
something not uncommon among young 
quarterbacks. 

The Eagles blitz on most passing situ- 
ations; the Vikings, who normally rush 
with their linemen, blitzed 16 times; 
Denver nearly overcame a three-touch- 
down deficit by sending their safeties, a 
strategy that was almost as important to 
the Broncos as John Elway. 

NFL defensive coordinators aren’t 
stupid, reasons Favre. What works for 
one will be tried by all, so he’s bracing 
himself for the Bears to shoot their line- 
backers Sunday. 

“I have had trouble with the blitz,”’ 
said Favre. “Last year people didn’t blitz 
us. They figured, ‘He’s 22 years old, we 
don’t have to blitz to win.’ ” 

Last season, many teams eschewed 
the blitz for zone defenses, but Favre was 
a quick read and threw 13 touchdowns in 
15 games for a highly respectable 85.3 
rating. 

This year, he threw five TDs in his 
first three games for a rating of 69.8 rat- 
ing. It’s not a good grade, but it’s a learn- 
ing experience. 

Coach Mike Holmgren has worked 
with Joe Montana and Steve Young, and 
although he won’t make comparisons, he 
has built his first coaching job around 
Favre, and is willing to demonstrate the 
patience needed. It has been a rough six 


weeks, but Holmgren is staying with his — 


hand. 

“Maturity kicks in at some point,”’ 
said Holmgren. “You say, ‘I’m not going 
to set the world on fire every time out.’ 


“Any young quarterback, any quarter- * 


back, young or old, is going to have 
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games he wished he played better, or a 
play he wants back. That will happen. If 
you get a young guy, it happens a little 
bit more. That's all part of growing up. 

“Every day, every practice, every 
game he learns something new about. 
football and about himself. He’s going to 
be fine. He is fine.”’ 


WHEN THE BEARS 
HAVE THE BALL 

With a bright, young quarterback like 
Favre, and Sterling Sharpe, one of the 
game’s impact receivers, Holmgren and 
Wolf felt good about the Packers after 
last season. 

However, they knew you can’t play 
pitch and catch to win the division. Titles 
are won with defense, and that begins 
with a pass rush, and Green Bay’s rush 
began with the signing of free agent 
White from Philadelphia. 

White symbolized the Packers’ slug- 
gish start, but any playoff aspirations 
they hold are because of his performance 
three weeks ago in a Sunday night win 
over Denver. 

The Packers steamrolled to a 30-7 
halftime lead, but Denver’s defense — 
highlighted by their blitzing safeties — 
held the Packers to 61 yards and two first 
downs in the second half. 

Favre threw three interceptions in the 
second half, with the third setting up 
what looked like a sure game-winning 
touchdown drive by Elway with 2:05 
remaining. 

Another comeback win by Elway was 
a formality, but White broke through to 
sack Elway on consecutive plays to kill 
Denver's drive, and perhaps save Green 
Bay’s season.

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Old faces move 


into new places

The Bears are proving that line 
changes are not unique to hockey. 

Injuries plus coach Dave Wannstedt’s 
desire to put the best five offensive line- 
men on the field have led to three differ- 
ent starting lineups in six games this sea- 
son. In the latest shuffle Monday night 
against the Vikings, Troy Auzenne start- 


ed at right tackle and John 
Wojciechowski moved over to right 
guard. 


It was the first action of the season for. 
Auzenne, who was slow to return from a 
knee injury. Wojciechowski missed the 
first two games with an ankle injury, then 
played sparingly against Tampa Bay 
before starting the next two games at 
right tackle in place of an injured Keith 
Van Horne. Vernice Smith had started 
the first five games at right guard but was 
generally considered the weak link on the 
line. 

Jay Leeuwenburg (left tackle), Mark 
Bortz (left guard) and Jerry Fontenot 
(center) have started all six games at the 
same position. 


Auzenne started all 16 games at left 
tackle last season and made several all- 
rookie teams. However, Leeuwenburg’s 
impressive play at that position may 
make Auzenne’s move to the right side a 
permanent one. 

Before this season, Leeuwenburg had 
never played left tackle in his life. 

“Jay is playing as well at left tackle as 
anybody we’ve had since I’ve been 
here,” Wannstedt said. “To move Troy to 
left tackle just didn’t seem to make much 
sense right now. Then we’d have to move 
two guys. Jay’s performing real well at 
left tackle. 

“Jay needs to be in the lineup. He’s 
definitely one of our best five, whereas 
Troy is getting back into things. He needs 
to play well. Troy needs to go out there 
and perform. He’s going to have to earn 
his spot in the lineup, and the best chance 
for him to earn that spot is at right tackle 
with Keith being hurt.” 

Van Horne suffered a neck “stinger” 
against the Buccaneers and sat out the 
following week against the Falcons. He 
only played sporadically at Philadelphia 
and is not yet ready to return to the start- 
ing lineup. Van Horne practiced last 
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week, but injured his arm in practice last 
Thursday and missed Monday night's 
encounter with the Vikings. 

That situation presents Auzenne with 
a unique ‘opportunity. He’s never played 
right tackle before, but he realizes it may 
be his only path to the playing field. 

“Tt’s not something you just say you 
can play and then go do it,” said 
Auzenne. “It’s something you have to 
prepare for. Fortunately, with the bye 
week I had two weeks to prepare for it 
and get used to the position.” 

Still a bit limited in range of motior, 
Auzenne will benefit from playing on the 
right side. Left tackles generally are 
asked to block a defense’s best pass rush- 
er—Leeuwenburg has faced the Vikings’ 
Chris Doleman (twice) and the Giants’ 
Lawrence Taylor to name a few. 

“On the left side you need to be as 
close to 100 percent as possible going 
against those speed rushers, and I’m not 
there,” Auzenne said. “If I was playing 
left tackle right now it would be difficult 
moving around as far as lateral motion.” 

With Van Horne’s imminent return 
and the possible addition of Tom Thayer 
to the 53-man roster, changes on the 
offensive line will continue. Wannstedt 
stressed the importance of allowing the 
same five players to gel as a unit but 
didn’t make any promises about keeping 
the group that started Monday night’s 
game together. 

“Tt’s important, but I wouldn’t say this 
will be the group for the remainder of the 
year,’” he said. 
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Injuries are a major reason the 
Bears have shuffled offensive line- 
men in and out of the lineup so far 
this season.

“You wish that guys like that could 
line up and play in front of you through- 
out the whole game,” Dent said, his smile 
turning into a bit of a growl. “I really 
don’t know who this ballplayer is. I’ve 
heard of him for the first time...A com-

ent vents anger 
at Viking's critique 


leader entered Monday night’s show- 
down with seven sacks in his first five 
games. In his previous 10 seasons, Dent 
never had more than five sacks through 
his first five games. He’s currently on 
pace to break his team record total of 
17.5 set in 1985. 

Much of Dent’s resurgence can be 
attributed to the solid play. of fellow line- 
men Chris Zorich, Steve McMichael and 
Trace Armstrong. Zorich in particular 
attracts extra attention from opposing 
offenses, which frees Dent to roam in 
pursuit of the quarterback. 

But don’t be fooled: the 32-year-old 
Dent is perhaps playing the best football 
of his career. He’s produced this season 
even when forced to fight through the 


teeth of double-team blocks. For 
instance, he sacked Jim McMahon twice 
at Minnesota despite being blocked by 
rookie tackle Everett Lindsay and tight 
end Steve Jordan much of the game. 

Not only did Dent’s sacks help thwart 
Minnesota drives, but his mere presence 
forced the Vikings to abandon ‘one of 
their most potent offensive weapons by 
keeping Jordan in to block. 

“Over the last few weeks we’ve been 
getting better and better,” Dent says of 
the defense. “You’re going to have some 
downfalls here and there, but I think 
overall we feel better about what we’re 
doing.” 

That’s evident just by watching Dent. 
In the Bears’ 17-6 victory at Philadelphia 
Oct. 10, Dent recorded 2.5 sacks, inter- 
cepted a Bubby Brister pass and tipped 
another one that was nearly picked off by 
linebacker Joe Cain. His 24-yard inter- 
ception return was the longest of his 
career and the longest of the Bears’ eight 
interceptions this season. 

For his efforts, Dent was named NFC

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Triple-threat Sharpe 
to be a marked man

Handcuffing the suddenly potent 
Green Bay Packers offense Sunday in 
Lambeau Field means one thing: 
Keeping an eye on Packers wide receiver 
Sterling Sharpe no matter where he 
roams on the field. 

In Green Bay’s 37-14 victory over 
Tampa Bay last Sunday, Sharpe caught 
10 passes, scored four touchdowns and 
even lined up at quarterback for two 
snaps. On those plays, he darted up the 
field for a five-yard gain, then completed 
a l-yard pass to Mark Clayton in the left 
flat. 

Sharpe then retreated back to his 
receiver position, where he caught scor- 
ing passes of 7, 10, 30 and 32 yards to tie 
Don Hutson’s team record set in 1945. 

Bears cornerback Donnell Woolford 
will be primarily responsible for covermg 
Sharpe, though the Bears will mix-in a 
myriad of zone defenses in their game- 
plan. Last season, Sharpe caught nine 
passes for 144 yards, including a 10-yard 
TD pass from Brett Favre, in Chicago’s 
30-10 win at Green Bay. Sharpe then 
caught five balls for 79 yards, including a 
49-yard TD bomb from Favre, in Green 
Bay’s 17-3 victory at Chicago. 

Sharpe’s heroics last Sunday helped 
create a logjam in the NFC Central 
Division. The Packers (3-3) moved to 


within a game and a half of front-running 
Detroit (5-2), which held off a late Los 
Angeles Rams rally in a 16-13 victory. 
The Bears and Vikings battled for second 
place Monday night at Soldier Field. 

Kicker Jason Hanson booted an 18- 
yard game-winning field goal with :04 
left for the Lions, who won on the West 
Coast for the first time in 11 years, a span 
of 13 games. Detroit blew a late 13-0 
lead as Rams back-up quarterback T.J. 
Rubley replaced an ineffective Jim 
Everett and rallied his team by tossing a 
pair of TD passes to Ernie Jones to tie the 
game. 

Rubley’s second TD pass came with 
1:52 remaining and erased the Lions’ 13- 
7 lead. Los Angeles kicker Tony 
Zendejas missed the extra point, howev- 
er. 

Vernon Turner returned the ensuing 
kickoff 45 yards. Lions quarterback 
Rodney Peete then hooked up with 
Rodney Holman for 25 yards down to the 
1-yard line, setting up Hanson’s kick. 

The Lions will travel to the 
Metrodome to play the Minnesota 


Vikings Sunday night. 

In Green Bay’s win, Favre completed 
20 of 35 passes for 268 yards. The 
Packers forced three turnovers and: led 
30-0 before the hapless Bucs (1-5) got on 
the scoreboard. Quarterback Craig 
Erickson, benched in the first half in 
favor of veteran Steve DeBerg, returned 
late in the third quarter to throw two TD 
passes to receiver Horace Copeland. 

The Packers’ defense aggressively 
stole the ball from the Bucs. Defensive 
backs Terrell Buckley and LeRoy Butler 
intercepted Erickson passes in the first 
quarter, and linebacker Johnny Holland 
picked off a DeBerg pass and returned it 
30 yards to set up Green Bay’s third 
touchdown. 

Green Bay running back Darrell 
Thompson also gave the Bears something 
else to think about. He rushed for 105 
yards on 21 carries as the Packers 
churned out 162 yards on the ground, 83 
above their average. 

HERE’S THE KICKER: Green Bay 
kicker Chris Jacke booted field goals of 
50, 44 and 24 yards and converted his 


100th consecutive extra-point attempt 
after the Packers’ second TD, breaking 
Paul Horning’s team record. Jacke 
extended his streak to 102 in the fourth 
quarter. 
KNOW THE ENEMY: Detroit's 16- 
13 win over the Los Angeles Rams was 
their first over their former offensive line 
coach, Chuck Knox, in eight games since 
he became and NFL head coach in 1973. 
INSIDE THE NUMBERS: Sharpe 
scored more TDs (4) than the other two 
NFC Central teams combined on Sunday. 
The Bucs scored two TDs and the Lions 
got into the end zone once. All three 
NFC Central teams in action Sunday got 
their touchdowns from one player: 
Sharpe scored all of his team’s TDs, 
Copeland did the same for the Bucs, and 
Barry Sanders scored Detroit’s lone TD. 
IN DIRE STRAITS: Green Bay’s 
trade for running back Eric Dickerson 
fell through last week when Dickerson 
failed a physical administered by the 
Packers. Dickerson, with a bulging disk 
in his neck, subsequently announced his 
retirement. The Packers traded running 
back John Stephens to the Falcons for 
cornerback Bruce Pickens, leaving them 
dangerously shallow at the back position. 
After Thompson galloped for 105 
yards on Sunday, however, the Packers 
aren’t as worried. Last week former 
Bears running back Darren Lewis had a 
try-out with Green Bay.

The screen's the thing 


Maybe you can help settle a few dis- 
putes for us. What’s the difference 
between a screen pass and a lateral? 
Which of the two can be thrown down 
the field as a legal forward pass? Is there 
any difference in the definition of a 
screen pass at any level from high school 
to pro? 

Finally, at what level of competition 
is a screen pass a live ball instead of an 
incomplete pass?

A screen pass is a forward pass, 
while a lateral is either a pass parallel 
to the line of scrimmage or a backward 
pass. If the ball hits the ground on a 
screen pass it is an incomplete pass and 
is therefore a dead ball. If a lateral hits 
the ground it is a live ball (a fumble) 
which may be recovered by either 
team. i 

A backward pass (lateral) that hits 
the ground can be recovered but can- 
not be advanced by the defense. 
However, a backward pass caught in 
the air can be advanced by the defen- 
sive team. 

Dropped screen passes are never 
live balls on any level and are always 
ruled as incomplete passes. The whole 
key to distinguishing between a screen 
pass and a lateral is whether the pass 
was a forward pass (screen) or a back- 
ward pass (lateral).
